Adopted by the Methodists ns Their Ree-
ogn‘zed Yonng People's Eocleties—The
Y. P. S of C. E, Allowed to Continus,
but Are Urgrd to Joln the Epwerth,

OMAHA, May 21.—Bishop Andrews was
the presiding officer at the M. E. Conler-
ence to-dav. Bishop Andrews announced
that Dr. A. J. Kvpett and Dr. W, A
Spencer had been elected secretaries of the
Church Extension Sceiety.

A report from the committes on the
Freedman’s Ald Society recommended the
election of two secretaries for the Freed-
man's Aid, instead of one, as heretofore.
The recommendation was earried. It was
believed Idr.

TRIED HARD TO SHUFFLE OFF

A PREETTY GOVEANMEXNT CLERK'S AT-
TEMPT AT SUICIDE,

Miss Hate Plke, Whils at the Astor House,
New York, Culs Aer Wrists—She Also
Tries to Asphyxiate Herself —Caused by
Despondrnes,

New York, May 21.—[ Specfal. | —Among
the first 20 entries on the Astor House
register for Thursdar is, “Mrs Kate A.
Pike, Washington."" The person who wrote
it there was a tall, slender yvoung woman,
with large eves and rather attractive face.
She has pronounced aquiline features, a
fair complexion, and a mass of dark auburn
bair. Until this noon she came and went
unnoticed.

At noon to-day the door of the voung
woman's room was still Jocked, notwith-
standing the repeated knockings of the
chambermaids. The door was broken open.
The voung woman was in bed, unconscious,
A pas jet was turned on and the window
and transom window were elosed tight.
There was a cut straight across the woman's
left wrist, which had bled considerably. A
table knife was found daubed with blood.

A physician dressed the wound, which
was not dangerous, having missed both of
the big arteries in the wrist, and in a short
time the girl reecovered conscionsness. She
said she was Miss Hate R Pike, and that
ehe had registered under her mother's
name. She was born in  Washington, she
said, and xtill lived there. She was 22
vears old.  She reiused to anewer any other
questions. The hotel people gave the officer
n sealed letter addressed to Mra Kate A,
Pike, wiich had been found in her room.
The policeman then picked up the girl's
satchel and opened it. He found a mass of
anburn hair tied with a string.  He looked
at the girl and saw that her hair had been
eropped short,

*‘Is this your hair?"* he asked.

“Yes,” said the girl, nodding.

“Why did you eut it off ?**

“My head ached, snd it was heary,"” she
said. .

The polieeman put her under sarrest,
and an ambulance took her to Bellevue.
A: the hospital she got out without assist-
auce and walked into the “eaze.” She re-
fused to tell the physicians why she at-
tempted suicide.

BeERLIN, May 21.—The absorbing topic
of ennversation in American society here is
the expuision from the country of the
Russian, Herr Wesselitzks, director of the
Allgemei ‘orrespond-nz, for cireulating
alarming reports coneerning the Sultan of
Turkey’s health. The Turkish Ambassador
held several interviews with Chancellor
von Caprivi, and insisted upon summary
treatment being meted out to the author of
the reports

An article by Prince Bismarck in the
Hamburger Nachrichfen has provoked a storm
of comments, and is likely to exercise en-
ormons influence in Italy. It declares that
Ttaly should not be forced, in her present
financial weakness, to increase her military
strength, but she should be allowed to give
the Dreibund what assistance she can The
tenor of the article shows that Prince Bis-
marck apprehends that, unless the burdens
are lightened, & strong reaction of public
opinion will oceur in Italy, ‘orcing King

nbert to withdraw from the Dreibund,
The article affirms that Italy’s adherence to
the Dreibund mainly depends upon the

irotection she expects to receive from a
ilritiah fleet in the event of war with
France.

Prines Bismarck’s ulterance, while joy-
fully received in Ttaly, has had a bad effect
in Austria, where any redtetion in Italy's
strength will entail & corresponding increase
io her own army.

Onlyasmall boy was in charge of
the jail, and he was told of the eseape by
four prinoners who were unable to get out.
As astill hunt was made for the prisoners,
the public knew very little of the escape.

The delivery had evidently been planned
for several days, and was put into execution
at the right time. The custom hos been
heretofore to allow all the prisoners to roam
about the jnil and do almost as they pleased
until 9 o’clock, when they were locked up
in their respective cells. They took advan-
tage of thisz. They first broke a lock on un
unfrequented eell on the second floor. In
this cell is a window very high up, about 20
feet from the ground outside. By the aid
of some iron instrument part of the stone
above the window was chipped off. This
was, no doubt, slow work, as they had to
cut enough away to admit the body of &
man,

All seven ‘rrixonen had entered into the
compact, and by tearing their bed clothes
into strips made a stout rope which reached
to the ground. The three successful men,
who were the slimest of the saven, were the
only ones who could get through the open-
ing and slide down the rope. The other four
were compelled to be witnesses to a sue-
cessful escape which they helped to plaa.

When Deputy Sheriff Crum returned he
was notified of the escape. Taking a lantern
he tried to find some tracks in the soft mud
below the window, but was unable to dis-
cover any. AL9 o'clock this morning he
learned that the three men had been seen
east of town, and he at once departed in
pursuit.

A telegram to Sheriff McNees from East
Brady states that a man suspected of being
Kline was arrested this atternoon. He will
be brought to town to-night. The others
are still as large.

JUDGE LYNCH'S WORK

Far More Extemsive in the South
Than Most People Consider It

ONE HUNDRED AKD FIFTY NKGROES

Hanged, feven [urned, One Flayed and
One lisjeinted In a Year.

THE PIG RECOED FOR THE PAST WEEE

ISPECTAL TELEGRAM TO TIR DISPATCOR.1
New Yorg, May 2L —When Dr. Charles
H. Payne told the Genernl Conlerence of
the Methodist Episcopal Church, now hold-
ing its session at Omaha, that in the United
States during the past year 150 negroes had
been lyneched, 7 burned alive, 1 flaved alive
and 1 disjointed, the statement was received
with amazement and horror. Bula glance
at the papers for the past week will go far
toward proving that Dr. Payne is guilty of
no overstatement.
According to the week’s record,on May 14
& muiatto, Henry James, was hanged in the
strests of the larze city of Little Rock for
assanlting the S-year old daughter ot Chas,
Johnson, in whose house he was emploved.
On the same day, 2t Alexandria, Ala, Tobe
Jackson was canght on the edze of a swamp
near the town, and the mob, after debating
for thres hours whether it should hang
or whip him, deecided wupon the Ilat-
ter, took the rope from around
his neck, and flogged him until the blood
was streaming {rom every part of his bady.
He was then warned to leave the neighbor-
hood on pain of death if ever seen thers
nzain.  He had sent an insulting note by a
negro boy to the daughter of his employer,
and she read the note before the boy conld
get away and fired a pistol shet after him.
The erowd which assembled at the noise did
the whipping.
Three of Them at a Time,

On May 17 a mob took three negroes from
the jail at Clarksville, G., where they had
been locked up for trying to rob a bank,
and hanged them to su oak tree. The three
negroes, sbrieking for merey, were put on
horseback, with ropes around their necks
and over the limb. The horses were
whipped and ‘}m:nxed away, leaving the
negroes hanging. As the bodies hung the
mob amnsed itself by firing shots into them.
The bodies were not eut down all day.

On May 18, at Chestertown, Md.. a negro,
Jim Tarlor, locked up there for assaulting
the 1l-year-old daughter of s farmer, was
taken from the juil by amob of about 100
persous and hanged to a tree in front of the
jail. The mob had attacked the jail several
days before, but the Sheriff had slipped
away with the negro and taken him Enwn
the river on a tog. As soon as he got back
the crowd reassembled.

May 19, at Manchester, Tenn., 30 men
hanged Charles Everett, a negro, from a
bridge. He was charged with entering a
room where two girls were sleeping. After
the hanging the mob shot the body full of
holex e negro was taken from the jail,
and after he was dead the leader of the mob
gave out his own name and assumed the
not-at-all-perilons responsibility for the
lynching.

One Lynching for Every Day.

Besides these cases of hanging there wers
several cases of whipping of negroes caught
by mobs and shot down, of negroes looksd
for and not found. But the ca<es specifisd
above, taken from the papers in six days of
the past week, make six negroes lynched in
different parts of the South, and indicate
that Dr. Payne’s statisties may not be wide
of the mark. Nor are these Iynchings done
by persons without standing or character in
the various communities.

‘When the erimes of which negroes are
guilty, or whenever the crimes are commit-
ted against the people of their own race,
are not too atrocions in their detsils, the
people generally permit the law to take its
course. But the understanding is that no
negro must lay hands upon a white man of
the better class, and the certaintr is that if
he attempls an assault upon a white woman,
death, swift or aceompanied by tortore, will
be his fate. The whites eay they have
found this the only way of keeping the
more shiftless and ignorant of the negroes
from numerous murders and from daily as-
saults upon women.

BOMBS FOR LYNCHERS,

Negroes of Boston Taking Lessons of An-
archists, to Use In the Soath.

BosTtox, May 21.—The Boston Repubiican,
printed by colored people in this eity, has
an article to«day to the effect that esrtamn
colored men of Cambridge and Boston, be-
